F ALC ON ISLAND REAPPEARS. 


Th e L itt le P a e l l a Inland W hich OIH 
a p p e a r e d Cornea A a n ln Into \ lew . 
Falcon Island, which early In JSPO 
was reported to have completely disap­ 
peared beneath the waves of tho Pa 
cine, is again showing Its flat surface 
above tho water. 
The life history of 
this speck of land has been unusual 
and Interesting 
A cable dispatch from 
Europe printed in April last year said 
that after a brief Ilf., of 14 years Pal 
eon Island had ceased to exist. 
It was 
thought that no trace of It would ever 
lie seen again. 
But .Mr. Vossion. tho 
consul general of France In the Tonga 
group, announces that Commandant 
Raven hill of the cruiser Porpoise has 
returned to those Islands from n enlist 
In the Pacific with the news of the re­ 
emergence of Falcon Island. 
Ile says 
(lint the highest part of the Islnnd Is 
now' about Ii! feet nbove sea level. 
H ie Island was formed by a great 
volcanic eruption at the bottom of the 
oca In 1885. 
It took the waves and 
storms of the ocean 14 years entirely 
to obliterate It. 
Mr. J. j. Lister, who 
visited the Island a short time before It 
disappeared, said that It was rapidly 
being torn to pieces by the action of 
the waves. 
Unless a fresh volcanic 
outburst occurred he thought It would 
soon disappear. 
Ills prediction came 
true, and a steamer that visited the 
place a (Mint tho beginning of last year 
reported that not a trace of It was to 
be found above the water level. 
The Island was built up In the neigh- 
borhood of the Tonga group, about 35 
miles from the Islnnd of Tofooa. 
A 
submarine volcano had reared from 
the bottom of the ocean a mighty mass 
of ejecta, and on this foundation rested 
the outpourings which rose nbove tho 
water. 
The Islnnd consisted of two 
distinct parts. One of them was a hill 
of gentle slope and wide base, whose 
height was 153% feet On one side the 
hill ended abruptly In a cliff whose 
base was washed by the sen at high 
water. 
The other part of the Island 
was a flat, extending awny from the 
base of the hill In a northerly direction 
and only IO to 12 feet above the high 
tide level. 
I he whole bit of land was 
Just a 
hare, brown heap of ashes 
around which the grent rollers broke 
and swept up the black shores In 
sheets of foam. The Island was entire­ 
ly destitute of vegetation save for 
a half dozen seedling'plants that had 
found lodgment there. 
It will not tie strange lf the Island Is 
torn to pieces and again disappears 
from view within a very few years. Its 
reappearance now is doubtless due to 
another volcanic eruption. 
Volcanic 
Islands seldom endure many years un- 
J less they are so large or so well pro- 
■ tcoted against the sea that there Is 
time for them to become covered with 
dense 
masses of 
vegetation 
before 
ocean storms have an opportunity to 
tear them to pieces.—.New York Sun.
